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Bankers  Suggest  That  Inflation 
Due  To  Ease  of  Getting  Credit 


MIAMI  BEACH,  FLA.,  (AP)— 
America’s  bankers  said  Wednes- 
day it’s  too  easy  for  the  average 
man  to  obtain  credit,  and  the 
situation  could  lead  to  inflation. 

IN  A RESOLUTIOX  adopted 
unanimously  at  its  90th  annual 
convention,  the  American  Bank- 
ers Association  said  “it  is  diffi- 
cult to  find  justification  for  the 
degree  of  ease  which  now  pre- 
vails in  credit  markets.” 

The  resolution  urged  a tight- 
ening of  credit  through  the  fed- 
eral reserve  system,  which  con-

trols  the  nation’s  supply  of 
money  and  credit  by  various 
methods. 

THE  BANKERS  said  an  in- 
flationary trend  could  stem  from 
borrowers  using  their  too-ample 
supply  of  credit  to  out-bid  each 
other  for  goods  and  services. 

This,  they  said,  could  lead  to 
production  bottlenecks  and  a 
scarcity  of  skilled  labor — and  an- 
other upward  wage-price  spiral 
in  the  general  economy. 

“The  American  Bankers  As- 
sociation does  not  accept  the 
theory  that  a retreat  from  active 
credit  ease  must  await  a clear- 
cut  evidence  of  inflation  in  the 
form  of  rising  prices,”  the  re- 
solution said. 

A SPOKESMAN  indicated  the 
ABA  would  prefer  that  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  System  tighten  up 
on  credit  by  selling  the  govern- 
ment securities  it  holds.  This 
would  take  money  out  of  the 
hands  of  member  banks  and  the 
public. 

The  Federal  Reserve  System 
also  could  tighten  credit  by  rais- 
ing the  interest  rate  it  charges 
banks  for  money  it  loans  them, 
a move  that  would  host  interest 
rates  all  down  the  line. 

“As  the  economy  continues  on 
its  present  upward  course,  the 
monetary  authorities  should  pro- 
mote gradual  and  orderly  chang- 
es in  credit  conditions,”  the  ABA 
resolution  said. 

ANOTHER  R E S O L U TION 

called  on  the  federal  govern- 
ment “for  intensive  efforts  in 
limiting  the  size  of  the  federal 
deficit  in  order  to  avoid  over- 
stimulating  the  economy. 

Sen.  A.  Willis  Robertson,  D- 
VA.,  told  the  Florida  Automobile 
Dealers  Association  that  Trea-

Constant  Problem  . . . 

Airman  Is  Homeless 

KANSAS  CITY,  (AP)— For  a month,  the  Air  Force  and 
Human  Relations  Agencies  have  scoured  the  Kansas-  (iity 
area  for  a trailer  court  that  will  accept  John  H.  Warner  and 
his  wife. 

THEY  HAVEN’T  succeeded  because  the  Warners  are 
negroes. 

Warner,  a 36-year-old  Airman  First  Class  who  has  been 
in  the  Air  Force  15  years,  has  managed  to  live  with  his  wife 
for  only  about  40  months  since  1961  because  of  an  overseas 
duty  tour  and  previous  housing  troubles  at  Chanute  Air 
Force  Base,  111. 

He  was  transferred  to  nearby  Richaixls-Gebaur  Air 
Force  Base  on  Sept.  26  after  serving  15  months  in  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands.  But  he  could  locate  no  trailer  court  that  space 
for  his  mobile  home  and  sent  his  wife  to  stay  with  his  sister 
in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

On  transfer  to  the  Missouri  base,  he  canvassed  most 
trailer  courts  in  the  area  before  he  sought  advice  from  the 
base  legal  officer. 

“Some  said  they  didn’t  have  space,”  Warner  said  “and 
others  told  me  they  didn’t  rent  to  colored.  They  were  polite. 
I have  to  give  them  credit  on  that  count.” 

HE  NOW  HAS  made  a formal  request  to  be  transferred 
to  a base  in  Michigan  or  Ohio.

Mix  eggs,  water,  salt  and  pep- 
per with  a fork  until  yolks  and 
whites  are  blended.  Meanwhile, 
heat  bjjtter,  margarine  or  oil  in 
an  omelet  pan  or  heavy  skillet 
just  hot  enough  to  sizzle  a drop 
of  water.  Pour  in  egg  mixture 
all  at  once.  Mixture  should  begin 
to  cook  immediately  at  the  outer 
edges.  With  the  fork,  lift  cooked 
portions  at  edges  so  uncooked 
portins  flw  underneath.  Slide  pari 


rapidly  back  and  forth  over  the 
heat  to  keep  mixture  in  motion 
and  sliding  freely  to  avoid  stick- 
ing. When  mixture  is  set,  the  egg 
no  longer  flows  freely.  The  ome- 
let is  moist  and  creamy  on  top. 
Let  it  cook  about  one  minute 
to  brown  the  bottom  slightly. 
Fold  or  roll,  and  serve  promptly 
on  a warm  platter.  Makes  1 or 
2 servings.  Omelet  should  be 
tender  and  light,  moist  and  deli- 
cately brown  on  the  bottom.  Use 
a 7 to  8 -inch  omelet  pan  or 
heavy  skillet. 


HERB  OMELET 

Add  one  teaspoon  fresh  snipped 
herbs  or  i teaspoon  dry  herbs  to 
ingredients  of  French  Omelet  be- 
fore cooking.  Try:  basil,  celery 
seed,  chives,  dill,  marjoram,  mint, 
onion  or  parsley. 

SWISS  OMELET 
Add  three  tablespoons  grated

Spring  is  that  time  of  year 
when  the  willowy  fly  rods  and 
$1.89  bait  casting  kits  find  pro- 
lific use  on  Utah’s  rivers  and 
streams. 

WHAT  THE  AVERAGE  fish- 
erman does  not  know  is  that  the 
late  summer  months  of  Septem- 
ber, October  and  even  into  Nov- 
ember produce  the  most  evciting 
fishing  of  the  year. 

It  is  the  carefully  placed  fly 
or  angleworm  swept  into  the 
shallow,  but  pocket  riddled 
stream  in  October  that  brings 
the  larger  trout  to  action.  Have 
you  ever  watcher  a trout  take 
your  fly  off  the  top  of  the  water? 

EARLIER  IN  THE  year,  parti- 
culary  large  trout  in  especially 
heavily  fished  waters  such  as 
the  Provo  River  both  in  the  bot- 
tom lands  and  in  the  canyon, 
will  sneer  at  many  of  the  fisher- 
man's best  attempts  to  fool  him. 

Approaching  winter  makes  the 
normally  wary  trout  move  out 
from  the  deeper  water  into  the 
drifting  shallows  to  catch  the 
faltering  minnow  or  the  rolling 
angle  worm.  Large  nightcrawlers 
in  a stream  low  and  clean  from 
the  summer’s  heat  is  too  stenta- 
tious. 

THE  NIGHTCRAWLER  is 


best  used  in  the  raging  waters  of 
spring  where  the  trout  is  more 
easily  convinced  that  the  huge 
night-crawler  has  natural  fight 
to  be  there. 

Winter  required  the  Rainbows, 
Brook  Trout,  Cutthroats,  and 
Browns  to  live  on  a semi-starva- 
tion diet  and  it  is  difficult  for 
them  to  pass  up  food  in  this 
critical  period. 

THE  LARGER  THE  trout  the 
more  food  he  must  take  into  his 
system  to  retain  his  strength.  A 
real  small  fly  when  eaten  pro- 
duces almost  less  energy  than  it 
takes  to  catch  it. 

For  more  large  trout  are  taken 
in  the  fall  than  at  any  other  time 
of  year.  You  will  also  find  far 
less  fishermen  to  compete  with 
for  your  favorite  fishing  hole.
